WASHINGTON (U Pl ) - To m eet 
new congressional ceilings on its

1971, and June 30,1972. 
The Pentagon said Monday the 
early discharges will be given only 
to men stationed in the continental 
United States. 
Spokesmen said the early outs 
would not be allowed to overseas 
personnel to “ prevent disrupting 
readiness” of overseas units and to 
avoid creating 
requirem ents 
for 
additional personnel abroad “ which 
would have to be m et by increases in 
draft quotas.” 
The bill providing for a two-year 
extension o! the draft now pending 
in Congress would require the Army 
to reduce its strength by 50,000 men 
by next June 30.

Ellsberg. 40. said an emotional goodbye to 
Anthonv J Russo. 34 a friend who became 
the tirst person jailed in the case. Russo 
surrendered to the U.S. marshal s office 
and was jailed indefinitely for refusing to 
tell a federal grand jury about Ellsberg's 
activities 
Ellsberg 
walked 
with 
him 
to 
the 
marshal's office, their arms about each 
other's waists, and they embraced with 
tears in their eves in the doorway. 


Ellsberg and Russo were colleagues at

SACRAMENTO (U Ph -Gov 
Ronald Reagan has 
praised the “ bold and decisive steps" of President Nixon's 
new economic policies but uncertainty prevails among 
state officials over the potential impact on California 
government. 
“ 1 stronglv support the actions and goals he has 
outlined." Reagan said Monday in a prepared statement. 
They are liscallv responsible and are tullv within the 
framework of our Republican philosophy.' 
The State Board of Equalization, meanwhile, adopted a 
resolution urging all levels of government to also freeze tax 
increases. It said the President's action is “ long overdue in 
some areas" and does not go “ tar enough" in others. 


The sweeping program announced by the President 
apparently delayed experience step-up salary increases for 
thousands of state employes. It was not clear whether it 
also would postpone implementation of a boost in welfare 
payments slated to be implemented Oct. 1. 
Reagan, vacationing at his Pacific Palisades home, said 
it was too early to assess the specific impact of the Pres­ 
ident's decision on the state seconomy but he added: I am 
convinced it will turn out to be the strong shot in the arm we 
have needed. 


The Board of Equalization, the state's major tax adminis­ 
tration agency, adopted a resolution declaring that “ such 
serious economic measures, while long overdue in some 
areas, do not go far enough in other areas—such as in the 
control of taxes, including property taxes, and interest 
rates on loans by banks and other money-lending agencies. 
The board said the freeze on rents “ places the small 
noncorporate owner of rental property in an economic 


squeeze unless there is also a corresponding freeze on 
property taxes and interest rates. 
It urged the President to freeze all federal tax hikes and 
bring pressure on all legislatures to also freeze state and 
local taxes. 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti's office reported being 
informed by the U.S. Treasury Department that the state 
could impose a tax increase during the 90-dav freeze period. 
The state is expected to raise taxes this fall. 
The California State Employes Association said the 
freeze apparently halts salary adjustments for roughly 
11.000 civil servants whose pay was to have routinely 
increased during the next 90 days because of new 
experience ratings. 
The President's move also apparently killed any hope of 
state employes receiving a general cost-of-living wage in­ 
crease until at least mid-November. Reagan in July vetoed 
a 5 percent salary boost for workers, but the legislature 
was considering overriding it.

WHITEHORSE. Yukon (UPD -Further danger of 
avalanche has deterred Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
trom continuing their search for four members of a U.S. 
mountain climbing expedition buried in a tumbling 
mountain of snow Aug. 10. 
“ As it stands now. I don't think there's any feasible way 
the search for the bodies can be done trom the mountain at 
all." said RCMP Constable Jim Jenmx. “ It s just too risky 
to involve risking additional lives 
Jennix. accompanied by an alpine expert, a coroner and a 
pilot, flew to the disaster site 225 miles west of Whitehorse 
Mondav to study the possibility of recovering the bodies. 
“ We flew—it was impossible to land—at 300-400 feet over 
the site." he said, “ but we could see nothing of the four 
bodies or any of the gear. There's also been additional snow 
on top of the avalanche now 
“ I wouldn't recommend any search party go into that 
particular area. 
The area holds a high snow and rock avalanche risk, 
“ particularly at this time of year." Jennix said in a 
telephone interview “ We picked out several recent ones. 
David Wheeler ot San Francisco, the sole survivor of the 
five-member expedition, remained at the Canadian Arctic 
Research Institute where he associated RCMP in their 
investigation. 
“ We rely on him quite heavily for information we need 
since he was the last person to see the climbers alive. 
Jennix said. "For example, he was able to pinpoint the 
location where the avalanche occurred before we went to 
the scene.

(UPI > —The prosecution called 
lour additional witnesses today at the court-martial of 
Capt. Ernest L. Medina, but still failed to establish that 
Medina knew his troops were engaged in a massacre at My 
Lai. 
Those testifying today included Robert Maples, of 
Freehold, N.J., a machine-gunner during the March 16.1968 
My Lai operation, James R. Bergthold, Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., Maples' assistant gunner, Charles Sledge, Sardis, 
Miss., a radio - operator, and Robert Mauro of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., operator of a grenade launcher. 
The witnesses—as three others did on the opening trial 
day Monday—testified to the killing that took place at My 
Lai, but none placed Medina at the scene of the slaughter. 


All said they saw him before, or after, the operation took 
place. 
Medina, 34, of Montrose, Colo., is charged with 102 
murders at My Lai—two by his own hand and 100 others 
through the acts of his troops. 
The prosecution called three witnesses Monday without 
placing Medina at the scene of the killings, and his defense 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, later joked: “This is the first 
criminal case I’ve seen where the defense witnesses go on 
first.”

“Pancho is still capable 
of preparing himself m ental­ 
ly and physically for the 
prim e occasions,” said L a­ 
ver. “ but he will never be 
one of the boys.

little. He still plays like he 
thinks if he loses he’ll be 
lynched.

Gonzales has always been 
a loner.

“ He shouted at me, ‘God­ 
damn it, you served before 
I was ready. You’ve been 
doing it all afternoon.’ 


“ ‘Why have you waited 
till now to say anything?’ I 
yelled back.” 


“ He tries to throw you off 
balance with his outbursts of 
anger,” 
continued 
Laver. 
“ That helps him in a match 
because he hopes to upset 
you. Also, it helps him His 
muscles harden and his con­ 
centration i n c r e a s e s . It 
works the opposite for most 
of us. 


“ But the fans love it. And 
I think that's why he’s so 
popular. He’s human. I seem 
more 
mechanical, 
for 
in 
stance. He’s easier for the 
fans to identify with.” 


Laver, though, has learned 
from Pancho. “ I found,” said 
Laver, who wrote as much 
in his recent autobiography 
“ The Education of a Tennis 
P layer.” “ that I play uettei 
too when I ’m m ad—at leasi 
against Pancho. But I don'i 
care for the feeling.' 


Laver is learning to use 
that anger with others. In a 
m atch against Brian Fairlit 
in Teheran earlier this year 
Laver heard Fairlie say tc 
an official, “ Hope you don’i 
mind if I beat the big man 
“ The ‘big m a n ’ was me. 
said Laver. “ And that madi 
me really want to skunk 
him .”

I d like to make 
one observation To 
the 
best 
of 
my 
knowledge, 
knowledgeable 
experts 
on 
drugs 
have 
been 
saying 
since 
1960 
that 
marijuana 
didn t 
necessarily lead to 
bigger things 
It is significant that a few key 
television 
commentators 
and 
in 
some cases, religious leaders and 
certain political elements and some 
police 
have 
maintained 
that 
marijuana led to harder drug usage 
Whatever 
their 
motive, 
they 
maintained this and cited statistics 
showing that most heroin users 
actually started with marijuana 
In I960 a sergeant on the Santa 
Ana Police Department told me that 
a person setting out into the drug 
world tries one thing and then 
another 
It was the sergeant s view 
that when the person found what 
really hit the bell for him, he was 
hookkl 
He didn t go on to other, 
bigger 
things, 
at 
least 
not 
immediately 
The 
sergeant 
maintained 
this 
despite statements even at that time 
that marijuana led to heroin in 
particular 
In his view it marijuana satisfied 
the person he stopped at that point, 


if it did not, he went on to other 
things, heroin perhaps being one of 
them. 
It is unfortunate that the views of 
experts such as the sergeant were 
drowned out by those with the 
marijuana-transmission theory. 
A week ago, a former drug addict 
said on television that marijuana 
“conditions“ the user to harder 
drugs. 
Perhaps his view is not in 
conflict with the police sergeant s. 
So for what it s worth, let s say 
that at least a few of the experts 
have said all along that marijuana 
didn’t necessarily lead to heroin As 
a parent I d be gravely concerned if 
my kid began to smoke marijuana. 
I d worry about what the police 
sergeant had to say and I d worry 
too about what a psychiatrist said on 
television some months ago. 
This 
was a woman who has worked for 
years in the operation of kick clinics 


and half way houses for drug addicts 
in New York City. 
She told her 
television 
audience 
that on 
the 
surface at least a young person had 
to have some hidden problem to risk 
i m p r i s o n m e n t 
by 
s m o k i n g 
marijuana. 
This 
was 
from

professional who has a long and 
dedicated 
background 
in 
aiding 
addicts and drug users. 


Also for what it s worth, I am 
opposed 
to 
the 
legalization

marijuana or heroin, or any of a

prescription. And I’m not sure that 
I even want to see the present level 
of prescription drugs continue as it 
has.

Greece of $118 million in military 
aid 
a sse r ts

continuing 
intellectual disarray of our foreign 
policy - makers. It goes without 
saying 
that 
anyone 
who 
asks 
himself, “who voted to suspend aid, 
who 
voted 
to 
give 
it?” 
could 
compose his answers — without 
cheating — by listing the anti - 
Greeks from among those Congress­ 
men most enthusiastic about our 
detente with Red China. It is not 
exaggerating to suppose that if a 
motion were made to pass along the 
money to Red China instead of 
Greece, a substantial vote in favor 
of the measure would 
be cast 
precisely by those who castigate the 
colonels 
for 
their 
undemocratic 
practices. 
It is true that in many countries 
we dispense “ military aid" because 
it is simpler to do than to dispense 
mere 
aid. 
Easier 
to 
get 
by 
Congress; easier, 


in 
g e n e r a l , 
to 
transact. 
So 
that 
many have become 
accustomed to the 
notion that military 
aid 
is 
just 
plain 
“ aid” ; 
that 
the 
Greeks 
have 
now 
been 
punished 
by 
being deprived of 
power 
plants, 
or 
rolling 
stock, 
or 
fertilizer. 


But in fact the Greek military 
commitment is very real. It is the 
eastern - most member of NATO, 
and an associate member of the 
Common Market. It was Greece 
through which the Russians struck 
the first post - war salient. We won 
that one, thanks largely to the 
defection of Yugoslavia, which at a 
critical point closed the border to 
the Soviets' 
provisioning of the 
insurrectionists. Even so there was 
a bloody war. 
Greece has been for the whole of 
this century a bloody forum for 
democracy. There have been eight 
successful coups, three civil wars: 
and the menace of Communism 
hangs over the country, and may be 
imminent if, after Tito dies, the 
Russians 
elect 
to 
extend 
the 
Brezhnev 
Doctrine 
to 
occupy 
Yugoslavia. If they do, and go on to 
threaten Greece, the moment of 
truth for NATO — and for the West 
— will have arrived. 
Concerning the internal situation 
in Greece, it is plainly a fact that 
Colonel 
Papadopoulos has found 
ruling without a parliament, and 
with a constitution kept in the 
locker, for inspection by political 
scientists of professional curiosity, 
altogether comfortable He appears 
to be in no hurry at all to implement 
the provisions of the constitution, 
notwithstanding that he went to 
great pains to have it ratified over a 
year ago. Paradoxically, he is not in 
a position to plead, in extenuation, 
that unruly elements within Greece 
prevent 
him 
from 
restoring 
a 
measure of liberty. In fact, although 
there are pockets of resistance in 
Athens, the colonel is, one gathers, 
enormously 
popular. 
I 
say 
this 
because riot long ago when the 
Greek 
soccer 
team 
beat 
the 
Yugoslav 
team 
the 
Athenian 
multitudes, carried away with the 
delight 
of 
it 
all, 
stormed 
the 
colonel’s heavily guarded residence,

Getting nowhere 


When last spotted, the problem of 
redistricting of the 
five county 
supervisorial districts was gently 
drifting down the stream, getting 
nowhere fast.

Others give 
the distinct impression they are not 
worried to have it drift on and on. 
It could drift on to Nov. 1, when a 
county threesome composed of the 
district attorney, county clerk and 
assessor could make the decisions 
for the supervisors. 
South Coast constituents of the 
three 
coast-based 
supervisors 
probably won't let that happen for 
several reasons: 
It is felt the supervisors have 
the 
responsibility 
to 
make this 
determination. 
If 
the 
decision­ 
making came to the three county 
officials, it could happen that a 
district attorney — of all people — 
would cast the deciding vote on 
political boundaries. 
The sooner the supervisors 
make a decision, the better it will be 
for candidates who are considering 
running for First and Third District 
supervisorial positions in the 1972 
Primary next June. Until the lines 
are drawn and approved, some of 
the potential candidates are left 
undecided as to even what district 
they'll be in. This may be good for 
incumbents planning to run again, 
but 
isn’t 
good 
for 
democratic 
election procedures. 
The rumor-merchants have been 
working overtime ever since First 
District Supervisor George H Clyde 
let it be known early this year he 
won’t seek reelection next year. 
And Board Chairman Daniel G. 
Grant of the Third District hasn't 
said whether he will be a candidate 
for reelection 
There has been a host of names 
mentioned as possible First District 
supervisorial candidates, and the 
word 
is 
that 
Grant 
may 
get 
formidable opposition if he decides 
to run tor a fourth four-year term. 
The 
supervisors

again 
Aug. 23 to try to straighten out the 
redistricting puzzle which they have 
gotten themselves in to by some 
strange process.

difficulties. He also feels many of 
his constituents need more time to 
relay opinions of their own. 
Board chairman Grant, giving the 
impression he is sparring for time 
while 
finding 
out 
what 
his 
constituents in Santa Ynez Valley 
and Goleta Valley want him to do. 
has said he'd like to find out “what 
the other counties“ in California are 
doing. This could take until October, 
some feel. 
One thing is sure. Grant will have 
to give up a chunk of Goleta Valley 
and maybe the Santa Ynez Valley. 
The decision that is made in this 
case may be a factor — however 
slight — in determining whether he 
will seek reelection.
